Here, she 
said,-she was indeed fortunate to find1 
a roof to sleep under, for the place Is 
overrun with people from all 
other 


cities which have been reduced to ruin, 
and every church, public hall and resi- 
dence in the city is 
overcrowded. 


Every house piazza Is also utilized, 
she said, and Ihe condition of the-poor 
people is Indeed pitiful. 
Pood is very 


high .and many of tho people are going 
about In a half-starved and dazed con- 
dition as a result- At night, she said, 
nil lights In St. Petersburg are imt out, 
with the exception of little lamps In 
some of the houses of the Hebrew resl- 
idents. 


These people, she said, leave .their 


lights burning as a.signal-to the aero- 


planes of ihe Germans, which are con- 
stantly hovering around the city. It 
will take many years to restore strick- 
en Poland to her former self even if the 
war Is ended within a short time, for 
besides.burning tho homes of the peas- 
ants, the Germans and Austrians have 
ravaged even the bare earth, by the 
digging of endless trenches and also 
by the effect of heavy shells. The once 
fertile soil has been.torn up. burrowed 
or. strewn with wreckage 
BO tha( it 


will take many years before it .can 
again be brought under cultivation as 
before. 


A short time ago, Mrs. Kozaklewicz 


obtained help from the American con- 
sul at St. Petersburg and. she succeed- 
ed after a great deal of trouble in 
reaching Petrograd. 
Krom that city, 


she went to Stockholm, and the Amer- 
ican consul at llils place was very kiud 
to her. 
\Vhlle traveling by train in 


tho war zone, all tho windows were 
painted so that a person travollng.could 
not see anything on the outside, and 
the trains were*heavlly guarded by sol- 
diers. 
The American consul at Stock- 


holm did all In his power lo help her, 
and she attributes her speedy Journey 
home to his help. .

paid $150 for passage from Stockholm to 
this city, and traveled second class all 
the ivay.

makes the 


planet appear to he the brightest of 
all. Venus is about the slzo 
of the 


earth, and Jupiter Is 11 times larger. 


The man who oversleepa tomorrow 


morning and Is too late to witness the 
actual conjunction of the two hrlght 
planets will not have missed tho whole 
show hy any means, however, for on 
the following morning they will stm 
be near one another.

will draw away from each other and

Ho was born in Frcwsburg, X. Y., 


Nov. 20, 18-12, the son of Robert and 
Sabra (Tracy) Myers. He was gradu- 
ated'from Harvard in 1S69 and from 
the Harvard l.aw school in 1S72, and 
had practised law in lioslon since 1S74. 


He. was a republican and took an 


active interest in politics even before 
he was a voter. In 1SSS he was prom- 
inent among those who organized the 
Harvard Republican club. 
He took 


part-in the presidential campaigns ot 
1892 and 1SD6 and was one of the prin- 
cipal speakers at the "sold" meeting 
in Concord, >>'. H., in ISOii. 
He was first elected to ihe house in 


-1S93 and served continuously to 1983, 
being speaker for the last four years 
'of-his service. 
He was an arduous 


worker and is said never 
to 
liave 


missed a session of 'the legislature while 
he was a member. He rendered notable 
.service also in legislation against stock 
watering schemes and worked hard for 
the metropolitan park bill and other 
measures affecting the public interest. 


In 1902 he was urged us an opponent 


of the lato Curtis Guild for the repub- 
lican nomination for lieutenant-gover- 
nor on the ticket with John 1.. Bates, 
but-refused to make the contest. 
After 


his withdrawal from political life at 
the.end of his last term as speaker 
he devoted himself to the practise of 
law, in which he bad great success. His

In 1SSS he was prom- 
inent among those who organized the 
Harvard Republican club.

part in the presidential campaigns of 
1892 and 1856 and was one of the prin- 
cipal speakers iit the "gold'' meeting 
In Concord. N. H., in 1S96. 


Ho was first elected to the house in 


1S93 and served continuously to 1003, 
being speaker for the last four years 
'of his service. 
He was an arduous 


worker and is said never 
to 
have 


missed a session o£ the legislature while 
he was a member. He rendered notable 
service also in legislation against stock 
watering schemes and worked hard for 
the metropolitan park bill and other 
measures affecting the public interest. 


In 1902 ho was urged us an opponent 


of the late Curtis Guild for the repub- 
lican nomination for lieutenant-gover- 
nor on tile ticket with John L. JUates, 
but refused to make the contest. 
After 


his withdrawal from political life at 
the . end of his last term as speaker 
he devoted himself to the practise .of 
law, in which he had great success. His

Tho smaller boy was scarcely breath- 
ing, but Murphy gave htm first aid 
treatment and brought the water from 
his lungs. Ho revived soon, ajid last 
night waa running about his home, 21 
Pleasant street, apparently 
suffering 


no ill effccls.

Simillari, up to the road to Cross and 
Pleasant street, and there found an old 
fial-bDttomed skiff. Getting poles, they 
amused themselves for a time, piloting;
